BaIL,E ATHA CLIATH. 


During the quarter ended 3ist March last, there were registered in the Irish 
Free State, comprising 649 Registrars’ Districts, 15,163 Births, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 19-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 11,809 Deaths, afford- 
ing an annual rate of 14-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 
1923, viz., 3,165,000 persons. 

In England and Wales for the quarter, the Births registered numbered 192,970, 
being equal to an annual rate of 20-5 per 1,000 of the population, the Deaths amount- 
ing to 124,720, affording a rate of 13-3 per 1,000. 


2 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in the Irish Free State during the fourth 
quarter of 1922 was 3,278, equivalent to an annual rate of 4.1 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population, this rate being 0-1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1921, and 0°2 below the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years 
Of the total number of Marriages, 3,032 (or 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 246 related to persons 
belonging to all other denominations, representing 3.0 per 1,000 of the population 
other than Roman Catholics. ‘The marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-1 
below and that relating to all other denominations is 1.0 below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years 1912-21. 

Of 15,118 Marriages registered in the Irish Free State during the year 1922, 4,746 
(4,465 Roman Catholic, 281 other) were registered in the first quarter, 3,749 (3,453 
Roman Catholic, 296 other) in the second quarter, 3,345 (3,034 Roman Catholic, 
311 other) in the third quarter, and 3,278 (3,032 Roman Catholic, 246 other) in the 
fourth quarter. ; 

BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered in the Free State (15,163) during the quarter ended - 
31st March last 7,849 were boys and 7,314 girls, the total being equivalent to an 
annual rate of 19-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 1-7 below the 
average for the first quarter of the preceding ten years, but 0-4 above that for the 
first quarter of 1922. . . 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 11,809, of which 6,029 
were of males and 5,780 of females, are equivalent to an-annual rate of 14-9 per 
1,000 of the population, being 4-2 under the average for the first quarter of the 
preceding decennium, and 2-5 below that for the first quarter of the year 1922. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in the 
Free State from the undermentioned causes for the first quarter of 1923, and for 
each of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the first quarter of the five 
years, 1918-22. 
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AGES AT DEATH, 


Of the 11,809 deaths registered during the quarter 1,126, or 9-5 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 5,328, of 45-1 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 


74 per 1,000 births registered as compared with 71, 54, and 69 for the three preceding 
quarters. : 


Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 


INQUESTS. 


There were 270 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 44 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 11,809 deaths registered, 2,566, or 21-7 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,447, or 29-2 per cent., of 
the 11,809 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 3lst March last was 5,612. 


PARTICULARS OF URBAN. DISTRICTS, 
INCLUDING 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 
‘TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL, TOWN DISTRICTS. 


Table II., page 7, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II that the birth rate relating 
to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain twenty-seven 
per cent. of the population of the Free State, was 25-0 per 1,000 of the population, 
and that the birth rate for the remainder of the Free State was 17-2 per 1,000. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 16-2 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 14-6 per 1,000. 


The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of the Free 
State being 0:4 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate, represented by the deaths from all 
causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban districts of the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public 
institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 16-1 per 1,000 of 
the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Galway, 10-6; Sligo, 11-5; Cork, 14-1; 
Wexford, 15-6; Dublin Registration Area, 15-9; Clonmel, 16-1; Tralee, 16:3 ; 
Waterford, 16-5; Dundalk, 17-1; Kilkenny, 20-9 ; Limerick, 21-9; and Drogheda, 
22:4. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 12 districts was 0-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from.0-0 in 
Clonmel to 3-6 in Limerick, the 21] deaths from all causes for that district, includ- 
ing one from enteric fever, 9 from measles, 20 from whooping-cough, 4 from diph- 
theria, and one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. The 270 deaths 
from all causes for Cork include 7 from diphtheria and 8 from diarrhoeal diseases.

a: Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-70 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-68 per 1,000 ; and 
for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), it 


was 1:73. 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Brrtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 3lst March, 1923, was 2,906—1,499 boys and 1,407 girls—being equal to 
an annual rate of 27-0 in every 1,000 of the population. 


‘he births recorded for the city numbered 2,224, equivalent to an annual 


rate of 27-0 in every 1,000 ofthe population ; and for the urban districts named above, 
484, equal to an annual rate of 19-2 in every 1,000 ot the population. Hence, 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 198 in 


institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,708, affording . 


an annual rate of 25-1 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (149) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,713, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 15-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 23-9. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,862 
—953 males and 909 females—affording an annual ratio of 17-3 in every 1,000 of 
the estimated population, as compared with 25-6 per 1,000 for the first quarter of 
the ten years, 1913-1922. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the city of Dublin was 1,360, equivalent 
to a rate of 16-5 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 353, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 14:0 in every 1,000. 

The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the prin- 
cipal causes registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 
weeks) ended 31st March, 1923, as compared with the average for the first quarter 
of the five years, 1918-22. ;

From Table III, page 10, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest in the Dublin Registration 
Area was 0:8 per 1,000, that in the City it was 0-8, and in the urban districts, 0-7, 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Clontarf and Howth No. | (part 
of) and Blackrock to 2:2 in New Kilmainham, the 36 deaths from all causes for 
that district including 4 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age.

AGES.—Of the 1,862 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 446 were under five years of age, including 313 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 108 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 40-3 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual 
rate of 3-3 per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 
were equivalent to an annual rate of 5-6 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years 
being equal to an annual mortality of 12-2 per 1,000 of the population at that age 
period (according to the Census/of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 
8-1 ; tor those between 45.and 65 it was 28-1 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
trate was 64:3, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 
was 141-6 per 1,000. The deaths of 10 persons (3 males and 7 females) aged 90 
‘years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic INstiruTions.—Ot the 1,862 deaths recorded during the quarter, 84] 
or 45-2 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 593 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 240 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 8 (those of 
persons admitted trom within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 31st March, 1923, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 21-4 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate 
was 26:9 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 21-3 per 1,000. . ; 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 12-5 in every 1,000 ot the civil population ; in Glas- 
gow the death-rate was 15-2 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Kdinburgh 
the annual rate was 16-7 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 31st March, 1923, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, was 43-2°: at Greenwich it was 43-2°; at Glasgow, 42-0°; and at 
Edinburgh, 41-2°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7-49 inches; at 
Greenwich it was 6-22 inches; at Glasgow, 9-26 inches, and at Edinburgh, 4-74 
inches.

lhe number of Marriages registered in the Irish Free State during the first 
quarter of 1923 was 4,163, equivalent to an annual rate of 5-3 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population, this rate being 0-7 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1922, and 0-6 below the average for the first quarter of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total number of Marriages,3,937 (or 5-6 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 226 related to persons 
belonging to all other denominations, representing 2-7 per 1,000 of the population 
other than Roman Catholics. ‘The marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-6 
below and that relating to all other denominations is also 1-1 below the average for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1913-22. 

It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less 
than that for any of the other quarters of the year. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered in the Free State (16,242) during the quarter ended 
30th June last, 8,415 were boys and 7,827 girls, the total being equivalent to an 
annual rate of 20-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 1-2 below the 
average for the second quarter of the preceding ten years, but 0-7 above that for the 
second quarter of 1922. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 11,409, of which 5,833 
were of males and 5,576 of females, are equivalent to an annual rate of 14-4 per 
1,000 of the population, being 2-5 under the average for the second quarter of the 
preceding decennium, and 1-5 below that for the second quarter of the year 1922. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in the 
Free State from the undermentioned causes for the second quarter of 1923, and for 
each of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the second quarter of the five 
years, 1918-22. 
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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 11,409 deaths registered during the quarter 1,016, or 8-9 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age ; and 4,984, or 43-7 per cent., were of persons © 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to

UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,242, or 28-4 per cent., of 
the 11,409 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 


no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars the number ot Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th June last was 10,800.

Table II., page 31, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. ‘This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II that the birth-rate relat- 
ing to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain twenty- 
seven per cent. of the population of the Free State, was 25-9 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of the Free State was 18-8 per 1,000. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 15-4 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 14-2 per 1,000. 


The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of the Free 
State being 0:4 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate, represented by the deaths from all 
causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban districts of the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public insti- 
tutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 15-0 per 1,000 of the 
population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Wexford, 12-1; Clonmel, 12-1; ‘Tralee, 
12-4; Waterford, 13-4; Dublin Registration Area, 14:5; Cork, 15-7; Galway, 15-7; 
Sligo, 15-8 ; Drogheda, 16-0 ; Kilkenny, 18-3 ; Dundalk, 18-6; and Limerick, 20-2. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* — 
in the 12 districts was 1-1 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
three districts to 5-0 in Limerick, the 195 deaths from all causes for that district, 
including 28 from measles, 13 from whooping-cough, 5 from diphtheria, and 2 from 
dysentery. The 301 deaths from all causes tor Cork include one frcm enteric fever, 
9 from diphtheria, one from dysentery, and 9 from diarrhoeal diseases. 


* Enteric fever, typhus, small pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery, and 
diarrhoeal diseases. 
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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-70 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-54 per 1,000; and 
for the remaining eleven town districts collectively it was 1-99. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 30th June, 1923, was 2,917—1,489 boys and 1,428 girls—being equal to 
an annual rate of 27-1 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the city numbered 2,197, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26-6 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 487, equal to an annual rate of 19-3 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 233 
in institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,684, affording 
an annual rate of 24-9 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (167) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,562, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 14-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 19-7. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,729— 
887 males and 842 females—affording an annual ratio of 16-0 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 21-4 per 1,000 for the second quarter of 
the ten years, 1913-1922. , 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the city of Dublin was 1,243, equivalent 
to a rate of 15-1 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 319, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 12-6 in every 1,000.

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AcES.— Of the 1,729 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 416 were under five years of age, including 293 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 100 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 37-6 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual 
rate of 3-4 per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 
were equivalent to an annual rate of 5-7 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years 
being equal to an annual mortality of 11-6 per 1,000 of the population at that age 
period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 
8-0 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 26-7 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 51-1, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 
was 127-9 per 1,000. The deaths of 6 persons (all females) aged 90 years and upwards 
were registered. 


PusBLic INSTITUTIONS.— Ot the 1,729 deaths recorded during the quarter, 779 
or 45-1 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 586 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 185 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 8 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 30th June, 1923, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 21-7 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate 
was 26-5 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 21-5 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 10-8 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glas- 
gow the death-rate was 14:8 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 14:3 per 1,000.

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 30th June, 1923, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phcenix Park, was 48-8°; at Greenwich it was 52-5°; at Glasgow, 48-1°; and at 
Edinburgh, 46-8°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-22 inches; at 
Greenwich it was 3-79 inches; at Glasgow, 7:21 inches, and at Edinburgh, 4:39 
inches. 

The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :-- 


APRIL, 1923. 


A few warm days occurred near the beginning of the month and the last week 
was comparatively warm. Otherwise the weather was cool with easterly winds; the 
mean temperature of the month was about 1°F below normal and ground frosts were 
not infrequent. Rainfall was everywhere in excess of the normal, the mean excess 
amounting to over 20 per cent. Several stations reported snow on one occasion. 
The duration of sunshine was somewhat below ncrmal. 


May, 1923. 


During tne first week of the month warm sunny weather with light winds 
prevailed. From the 9th onward readings seldom exceeded 60°F and in some in- 
stances remained below 50°F throughout the day. Winds were mainly northerly 
and north-westerly, often strong in force and were accompanied by showers of rain 
with hail, sleet or snow at times. The mean temperature for the whole month was 
about 3°F. below normal and a number of ground frosts were registered, Markree 
(Co. Sligo) having eleven. Rainfall was almost everywhere deficient, in some cases 
markedly so. A daily mean duration of sunshine of neaily 6 hours occurred generally, 
this being about half-an-hour less than the normal. 
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JUNE, 1923. 


The greater part of the month was characterised by cool and dull weather. 
Moderate or fresh winds, north to north-west, prevailed during the first week and 
the weather was cool and cloudy, with bright intervals. Throughout the second and 
third weeks the wind was mainly westerly with cloudy weather and frequent showers. 
The last week was finer, but still cool. The mean temperature of the month was 
about 1°F. below normal. Rainfall was very deficient, particularly in the more 
southern counties; a small area centred round Cork had only 4 per cent. of the 
normal. Sunshine was very deficient, the mean daily amounts ranging from under 
three hours in Co. Donegal and Co. Sligo to 4-5 hours in the extreme south-east of 
Treland.

INQUESTS. 
There were 175 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 50 of the total deaths registered. 
DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 
Of the 8,741 deaths registered, 2,168, or 24-8 per cent., occurred in public in- 
stitutions. 
" UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,317, or 26-5 per cent. of 
the 8,741 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


| VACCINATION, 


As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th September last was 12,966.

QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 
TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


Table II, page 55, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II that the birth-rate relat- 
ing to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain twenty- 
seven per cent, of the population of the Free State, was 25-0 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of the Free State was 17-7 per 1,000. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 12-4 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 10-7 per 1,000. 


The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of the Free 
State being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table I], the annual rate, represented by the deaths from all 
causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban districts of the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public instt- 
tutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 12-5 per 1,000 of the 
population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest : Clonmel, 5-5 ; Sligo, 7-2; Drogheda, 8-0 ; 
Dundalk, 8-2; ‘Tralee, 10:9; Waterford, 12-4; Dublin Registration Area, 12-7; 
Limerick, 12-8; Cork, 12-9; Wexford, 14-6; Galway, 14-8; and Kilkenny, 17-1. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases * 
in the 12 districts was 1-5 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
three districts to 2:7 in Galway, the 49 deaths from all causes for that district, 
including 3 from measles and 6 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 
years. The 247 deaths from all causes for Cork include one from typhus, 4 from 
diphtheria, one from influenza, and 10 from diarrhoeal diseases.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-22 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-22 per 1,000; and 
for the remaining eleven town districts collectively it was 1-22. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BrrtHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 29th September, 1923, was 2,800—1,427 boys and 1,373 girls—being equal 
to an annual rate of 26-0 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the city numbered 2,100, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25-5 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named 
above, 489, equal to an annual rate of 19-4 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 211 
in institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,589, affording 
an annual rate of 24-0 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (132) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,370, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 12-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for 
tne corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 16-0. ‘he total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,502— 
746 males and 756 females— affording an annual ratio of 13-9 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 17-3 per 1,000 for the third quarter of 
the ten years, 1913-1922. 


T’he number of deaths of inhabitants * of the city of Dublin was 1,107, equivalent 
to a rate of 13-4 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 263, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 10-4 in every 1,000. 


‘The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the prin- 
cipal causes registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 
weeks) ended 29th September, 1923, as compared with the average for the third 
quarter of the five years, 1918-22.

From Table III, page 58, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases t in the Dublin Registration 
Area was 1:8 per 1,000, that in the City it was 2-1, and in the urban districts, 0-7, 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in three of the districts to 3-6 in 
North City, No. 1, West, the 181 deaths from all causes for that district including 


r from measles, 10 from whooping-cough, one from dysentery, and 26 from diarrhceal 
iseases, 


~ ahe death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been’ calculated on the mortality for the 
respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities 
from which the deceased persons were admitted (Table III).

AGES.—Of the 1,502 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 420 were under five years of age, including 320 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 114 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 37-9 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual 
rate of 2-8 per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 
were equivalent to an annual rate of 4-1 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years 
being equal to an annual mortality of 10-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age 
period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 
6-5 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 22-3 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 44-4, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 
was 105-6 per 1,000. The deaths of 5 persons (all females) aged 90 years and upwards 

“were registered. 


PuBLic INsTiITUTIONS.—Of the 1,502 deaths recorded during the quarter, 694 
or 46-2 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 495 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 190 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 9 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 29th September, 1923, the births in London 
were equivalent to a rate of 20-4 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth- 
rate was 24-7 per 1,000, aad in Edinburgh 20-8 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 9-4 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glas- 
gow the death-rate was 11-8 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 11-0 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 29th September,1923, aeduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, was 57-:3°; at Greenwich it was 63:0°; at Glasgow, 55:9°; and at 
Edinburgh, 55-7°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 10-12 inches; at 
Greenwich it was 5-67 inches; at Glasgow, 15-82 inches, and at Edinburgh, 8-77 
inches. 

The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JULY. 


The first few days of July were characterised by westerly winds with mainly 
overcast skies and a temperature slightly below normal. ‘[he weather subsequently 
became fine and sunny with high day terperature and warm nights. A maximum 
of 86°F was registered at Waterford on the 12th. After the middle of the month the 
weather was cooler and more cloudy with heavy rain at times and occasionally 
strong westerly winds on exposed parts of the coast. The mean temperature of the 
month was about 2° above normal. Rainfall was about 10 per cent. below normal, 
and the duration of sunshine was appreciably below normal. Some thunderstorms 
were experienced. 


AUGUST. 


The first day of August was fine and sunny, but heavy rain fell on the second and 
third, with gales on the coasts. Subsequently the weather was comparatively fine 
until the middle of the month, after which rain accompanied by high winds was 
frequent ; a severe gale was experienced on the 29th-30th. The mean temperature 
was less than 1°F. below normal. Rainfall was considerably in excess of normal, 
and sunshine somewhat in excess. 
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SEPTEMBER. 


During the early part of September warm and sunry weather prevailed gener- 
ally in the southern counties, maximum temperatures being comparatively high. 
In the north the weather was less fine. ‘Toward; the end of the second week unsettled 
conditions prevailed generally, and strong winds were experienced on the western 
coasts till the 26th. Northerly winds caused a decided fall of temperature on the 
15th, and from this date tne weather was cool until the closing days of the month, 
whea quiet and warm weather was re-established, with unusually high night tem- 
peratures. The mean temperature was over 1°F below normal. Rainfall was con- 
siderably in excess cf normal, especially in the northern counties. The duration of 
sunshine was ebout aormal and reached aa average of 5 hours daily on parts of the 
south coast.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered in the Irish 
Free State, comprising 649 Registrars’ Districts, 14,716 Births, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 18-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 10,223 Deaths, afford- 
ing an annual rate of 12-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 
1923, viz., 3,165,000 persons. 


In England and Wales for the quarter, the Births registered numbered 178,437, 
‘being equal to an annual rate of 18-4 per 1,000 of the population, the Deaths amount- 
ing to 114,784, affording a rate ot 11-9 per 1,000. 
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MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in the Irish Free State during the third 
quarter of 1923 was 4,063, equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population, this rate being 0-8 above that for the corresponding quarter of 
1922, and 0-3 above the average for the third quarter of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total number of Marriages, 3,723 (or 5-3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 340 related to persons 
belonging to all other denominations, representing 4-1 per 1,000 of the population 
other than Roman Catholics. The marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-6 
above and that relating to all other denominations is 1-1 below the average for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1913-22. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered in the Free State (14,716) during the quarter ended 
3lst December last, 7,646 were boys and 7,070 girls, the total being equivalent to an 
annual rate of 18-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. ‘This rate is 0-2 below the 
average for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years, but 1-1 above that for the 
fourth quarter of 1922. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 10,223, of which 5,1€5 
were of males and 5,058 of females, are equivalent to an annual rate of 12-9 per 
1,000 of the population, being 2-0 under the average for the fourth quarter of the 
preceding decennium, but 0-7 above that for the fourth quarter of the year 1922.

The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,858, or 28-0 per cent. of 
the 10,223 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


| VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 31st December last was 8,763. 


PARTICULARS OF URBAN DISTRICTS, 
INCLUDING 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 
TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. - 


Table II, page 79, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table IT that the birth-rate relat- 
ing to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain twenty- 
seven per cent, of the population of the Free State, was 22-2 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of the Free State was 17-5 per 1,000. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 14-5 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of the Free State the corresponding rate was 12-5 per 1,000. 


The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during the 
quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of the Free 
State being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL, TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table Il, the annual rate, represented by the deaths from all 
causes registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eleven 
of the principal urban areas of the Free State (exclusive of deaths in public insti- 
tutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 14-4 per 1,000 of the 
population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest: Dundalk, 9-8; Galway, 10-0; Clonmel, 
10-6 ; Tralee, 12-0; Cork, 13-2; Limerick, 13-9; Dublin Registration Area, 14-6 ; 
Sligo, 14-7 ; Drogheda, 15-4; Waterford, 18-6 ; Wexford, 18-7 ; and Kilkenny, 19-0. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases * 
in the 12 districts was 0-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Clonmel district to 3:3 in Waterford, the 128 deaths from all causes for that 
district, including 2 from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 17 from whoopmg cough 
and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. The 253 deaths 
from all causes for Cork include 3 from diphtheria, and 3 from diarrhoeal diseases. 


* Enteric fever, typhus, small pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery, and 
diarrhoeal diseases. 
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PULMONARY ‘TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-13 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-24 per 1,000; and 
for the remaining eleven town districts collectively it was 0-94. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtn Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 29th December, 1923, was 2,565—1,297 boys and 1,268 girls—being equal 
to an annual rate of 23-8 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the city numbered 1,924, equivalent to an. annual 
rate of 23-3 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named 
above, 435, equal to an annual rate of 17-2 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 206 
in institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,359, affording 
an annual rate of 21-9 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (158) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,573, were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 14-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. the average rate for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 19-6 The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,731— 
862 males and 869 females— affording an annual ratio of 16-1 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 20-9 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of 
the ten years, 1913-1922. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants * of the city of Dublin was 1,242, equivalent 
to a rate of 15-1 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 331, being equal 
to an annual death-rate of 13-1 in every 1,000. 


‘The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the prin- 
cipal causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 
weeks) ended 29th December, 1923, as compared with the average for the fourth 
quarter of the five years, 1918-22.

From Table III, page 82, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases + in the Dublin Registration 
Area was 0-9 per 1,000, that in the City it was 1-0, and in the urban districts, 0-5, 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in two of the districts to 2-0 in 
Clontarf and Howth No. 1, part of, the 22 deaths from all causes for that district 
including one from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under two years. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Lublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the 
tespective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities

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AGES.—Of the 1,731 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 386 were under five years of age, including 279 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 109 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 34-9 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual 
rate of 2-2 per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 
were equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years 
being equal to an annual mortality of 10-4 per 1,000 of the population at that age 
period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 45 the rate was 
7-1; for those between 45 and 65 it was 27:8 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 64-3, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate 


was 141-6 per 1,000. The deaths of 15 persons (2 males and 13 females) aged 90 years 


and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic INstrTuTIONS.—Of the 1,731 deaths recorded during the quarter, 782 
ot 45:2 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 567 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 209 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 6 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 29th December, 1923, the births in London 
were equivalent toa rate of 18-7 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth- 
rate was 24-6 per 1,000, aad in Edinburgh 18-7 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 12-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glas- 
gow the death-rate was 15-4 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 13-3 per 1,000. 





METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 29th December, 1923, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, was 43-2°; at Greenwich it was 43-0°; at Glasgow, 42-0°; and at 
Edinburgh, 41:5°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-10 inches; at 
Greenwich it was 8-66 inches; at Glasgow, 10-80 inches, and at Edinburgh, 6-03 
inches. 

The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


OCTOBER. 


The month was characterised mainly by unsettled boisterous weather with 
south-westerly winds, often of gale force, frequent squalls and heavy rainfall. There 
were, however, considerable bright periods. The most stormy periods were the 9th 
to 13th and 18th to 30th. Quiet weather was experienced at the middle ot the 
month with ground frosts at some inland places. The mean temperature was very 
slightly above normal. There was a moderate excess of sunshine and of rainfall. 


NOVEMBER. 


The mild and unsettled weather of October continued for the first few days of 
the month and maximum temperatures of 55°F. to 58°F. were registered. Apart 
from this period, and a short one near the middle of the month, cold weather 
prevailed with much frost at night, but many sunny days. Gales occurred in ex- 
posed places on the 3rd, and again from the 13th to the 17th, mainly on the 15th, 


‘accompanied by heavy rain. The mean temperature was nearly 5°F. below normal, 


rainfall was somewhat deficient and sunshine in considerable excess. Snow fell at 
many stations. 
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DECEMBER. 


At the beginning of the month the weather was somewhat less severe than in 
November, but mist and fog occurred. Warmer weather was subsequently ex- 
perienced, but from the 19th onward cold and mild periods alternated. High 
southerly winds were experienced on the coasts about the 2nd and 7th, and the 
subsequent westerly and northerly winds were frequently rough, gale force being 
occasionally experienced at exposed places. The mean temperature was about 1°F. 
in excess of normal. ‘There was a slight deficiency of sunshine and a considerable 
deficiency of rainfall. ‘There was very little snowfall.

Table 1, page 98, gives separate information for the urban districts. This table 
also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I of the 
Weekly Returns. It will be observed that the rate represented by the number of 
births recorded for the entire urban districts during the year 1923 was 24-5 per 
1,000 of the population and for the rural districts 17-8 per 1,000, the birth rate 
for the Irish Free State being 19-4 per 1,000. 

In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 14-6 per 1,000. In 
the. remaining districts the death-rate was 13-0, the death-rate for the entire Free 
State being 13-3 per 1,000. 

For the principal epidemic* diseases in 1923, the rate in the urban districts was 
0-1 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 0-3 per 1,000, the rate for the Free State as 
a whole being 0-5 per 1,000. : 

The infant mortality rate for the urban districts, based on the births and deaths 
of infants under one year of age, recorded for the year 1923, as returned by the 
Registrars, was 93 per 1,000 births, the rate for the rural districts being only 52 per 
1,000. In the whole of the Irish Free State the rate was equivalent to 66 per 1,000 
births registered. 

TWELVE PRINCIPAL ‘Town Districts. 

MorTALITY FROM ALL CAusEs.—As shown in Table 1, the rate, represented by 
the deaths from all causes registered during the year in the Dublin Registration 
Area and eleven of the principal urban areas of the Free State (exclusive of 
deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
15-3 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being 
as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Clonmel, 11-1 ; Sligo, 
12-3; Galway, 12:7; Tralee, 12:9; Dundalk, 13-4; Cork, 14:0; Dublin Registra- 
tion Area, 14-4 ; Waterford, 15-2 ; Wexford, 15:3 ; Drogheda, 15-4; Limerick, 17-2; 
and Kilkenny, 18:8. 


PRINCIPAL EPIDEMIC DISEASES.—-The annual rate represented by the deaths 
trom the principal epidemic diseases* in the 12 districts was 1-1 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rates varying from 0-1 in Clonmel to 2-7 in Limerick, the 663 deaths 
from all causes for that district including, 2 from enteric fever, 39 from measles, 
one from scarlet fever, 38 from whooping cough, 12 from diphtheria, 2 from dysentery, 
10 from diarrhoeal diseases, and 2 from influenza. The 1,071 deaths from all causes 
for Cork include one from enteric fever, one from typhus, 23 from diphtheria, 
one from dysentery, 30 from diarrhoeal diseases and 4 from influenza. 


PULMONARY ‘TUBERCULOSIS.—The rate represented by the deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-44 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-42 per 1,000 ; 
and for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), 
it was 1-47.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.. 


BIRTHS.—The number of births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the year 1923 (52 weeks), was 11,188—5,712 boys and 5,476 girls—or 26-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, — 
Blackrock, and Dttn Laoghaire. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 
26-1 per 1,000 of the mean population* of these years. 

Of the 11,188 births, 8,445 belonged to the city, affording a rate of 25-6 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, 1,895 to the urban districts named above, 
equivalent to 18-8 per 1,000, and there were 848 births of infants whose mothers 
were admitted to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. Allow- 
ing for the exclusion of the latter, the birth rate for the entire Area in 1923 was 24-0 
per 1,000 of the population. 

Of the 11,188 births, 2,906 were registered during the first quarter, 2,917 in 
the second, 2,800 in the third, and 2,565 in the fourth. 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration 
Area during the year 1923 was 6,218, equivalent to 14-4 per 1,000 of the population 
of the Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1923. The average death-rate for 
the 10 years, 1913-22, was 19-8 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year is 5-4 per 1,000 
below the average. 

The totel number of deaths registered during the year, namely, 6,824 (3,448 
males and 3,376 females), including the deaths of 606 persons admitted to institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, is equal to 15-8 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. The average rate for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 
- years was 21-4 per 1,000. 

The rate for the city of Dublin was 15-0 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 12-5 
per 1,000. The rates for the several districtst range from 11-2 for Finglas and Glas- 
nevin, part of, to 16-6 for the district of North City No. 2. , 

Of the 6,824 deaths in the entire Area, 1,862 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 1,729 in the second, 1,502 in the third, and 1,731 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 131. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The records of last year show that the total number of deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseasest appertaining to the Dublin Registration Area was 467, affording 
a rate of 1-08 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compared with an average 
of 708 deaths and a rate of 1-73 per 1,000 for the ten years, 1913-22. (See Table 2.) 

Deaths from enteric fever numbered 14, or 13 under the average for the preceding 
10 years; deaths from typhus, nil, the average being 3; deaths from measles, 15, 
or 116 below the average; deaths from scarlet fever, 21, or 2 below the average ; 
deaths from whooping-cough, 152, or 50 above the average; deaths from diphthersa, 25, 
or 24 below the average; deaths from influenza, 48, or 253 below the average ; 
deaths from dysentery, 1, or 6 below the average for the preceding 10 years ; deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years ot ege amounted to 229, being 
121 below the average; deaths from tuberculosis numbered 805 (pulmonary, 612, 
other forms, 193), equivalent to a rate of 1-87 per 1,000 of the population, and were 
390 (or nearly 33 per cent.) below the average for the preceding 10 years ; cancer 
caused 461 deaths, or 34 above the average, the rate per 1,000 of the population 
being 1-07; deaths from pneumonia numbered 468 (broncho-pneumonia, 255, lobar, 
42, and pneumoma, type not distinguished, 171), being 246 below the average, and 
affording an annual rate of 1-09 per 1,000 of the population ; other respiratory 
diseases caused 713 deaths (including 621 from bronchitis), or 333 below the average, 
the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-65. 

Deaths caused by violence numbered 209 (including 32 due to homicide and 14 
to suicide), being 12 below the average for the 10 years preceding.

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From Table 3, page 102, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the City of Dublin was 
1-2 per 1,000, and in the urban districts 0-6, the rates for several districts varying 
from. 0-2 for Blackrock to 1-9 for North City, No. 1 East, the 523 deaths from all 
causes tor that district including one from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
whooping-cough, 3from diphtheria, and 31 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. 


' AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 6,218 deaths belonging to the Dublin Registration Area during the year, 
1,593, or 25-6 per cent., were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,715, or 
27-6 per cent., were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 
of 760 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 33 were stated to be nonagen- 
arians. | 


The rate represented by deaths of children aged one and under 5 years of age 
during the year 1923 was 12-9 per 1,000 of the population at this age-period, as 
compared with an average of 24-6 for the 10 preceding years; the rate per 1,000 
tor deaths of children aged 5 and under 15 years for 1923 was 2-7, and the average 
for the preceding 10 years, 4-7 ; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the 
tate per 1,000 in 1923 was 4-2, the average rate for the preceding ten years being 
5-6 ; among persons aged 25 and under 45 years, the death rate in 1923 was 6-3 per 
1,000 of the population at these ages, as against an average of 9-6 per 1,000 for the 
preceding ten years; the rate for deaths in 1923 of persons between 45 and 65 
years was 23-4, as compared with an average of 29-9; deaths of persons aged 65 
years and upwards in 1923 were represented by a rate of 70-3 per 1,000, the corres- 
ponding average rate for the ten preceding years being 86:3 per 1,000. 


INFANT MorTALITY. 


For the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality rate (deaths of infants 
under one year of age per 1,000 births) for the year 1923 was 1ll. In 1922 it 
was 116, as compared with 134 in 1921, and 143 in 1920, and an average of 144 
for the eight years 1915-1922. (See Table 2.) 


In 1923, the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 117 per 1,000; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 89 ; for Pembroke, 71; for Blackrock, 
106; and for Dtn Laoghaire, 79. 


DEATHS IN PuBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 6,218 deaths, 2,490, or 40-0 per cent. occurred in public institutions, 
viz., 1,674 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums, 785 in the 
Dublin union workhouse, and 31 (those of persons admitted from the Dublin 
Registration Area) in the Rathdown union workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the year 1923 the births in Iondon were equivalent to a rate of 20-2 
per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 25-6 per 1,000, and in 
Edinburgh 20-4 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in Iondon during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-2 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14:2 per 1,000 of the total population, and in 
Edinburgh the annual rate was 13:8 per 1,000.
